In  a  recent  letter  from  London,  the  'Dan¬ 
bury  New*  Man' speaks  particularly  of  the 
fset  that  all  the  workmen  in  England  an 
Englishmen,  finch  a  thing  could  not  fail 
to  rmprraa  an  Clerical!,  for  it  is  the  rar 
est  thing  to  see  a  native  born  workman  in 
this  country.  I  do  not  think  that  I  ever 
saw  an  American  day  laborer;  such  men 
are  either  Oermans,  Irish  or  ItaDsns,  or 
Swedes— anything  rather  than  Yankees. — 
If  you  visit  our  large  factories,  particular 
ly  id  this  vicinitv,  you  will  find  that  most 
of  the  hands  are  foreigners.  There  are 
more  Americana  io  machine  shops  than 
other  places. 

Riding  through  tha  Bowery,  or  any  of 
the  husinesa  avenues  of  this  city,  you  will 
find  that  n  nety  -nine  out  ot  a  hundred  sign 
Imarda  bear  foreign  names  Even  on 
Rmadway,  the  tradesmen  are  largely  for 
signers.  I  rode  up  Eighth  avenue  the 
other  day,  and  do  not  rnncmlier  seeing  one 
American  name  on  a  sign-lmard.  It  i» 
equal  to  tile  confusion  ot  tongues  at  the 
tower  of  Baliel  to  hear  the  talking  ol 
of  the  workingmen  going  along  the  streets 
Sr  lien  the  six  o’clock  bell  ring*.  Every 
language  under  the  sun  is  spoken,  except 
perhap*  the  English  I  should  very  much 
like  to  know  at  what  bit  country 
employed — outside  of  stataamaiishtp.
